Ills I.Tperlence with Wall Papering and 
Turkish Hatha for Home t'ae. 

Tliei'e oiv a great many luxuries which we 
min treat ourselves to, and do It very eco- 
nomically. too, it we will go at it right. In 
this way »f can, at a slight expense, have 
those comfort* and even luxuro-a for which 
nr would otherwise pay a great price. 

For Instance, I economised once In the mat- 
ter ol | vi pci limiting, dividing that I would 
save the |vi|n>r hanger's hill and put the 
money into preferred trotting stock. 

So i read a recipe in a household hint, 
winch went on to state how one should make 
-mil apply |viste to wall paper, liou to liegin, 
i tow to apply the pa|ier and all that. The 
(taste was made bv uuiting flour, water and 
glue In such a way as to secure the |ta|ier to 
the wall and y et leave it smooth, acvordlng 
to the recipe First the wall* had to Is* 
■’sized," however 

I took a tape measure and sins l the ».<!*. 
Next 1 Is'gun to prepare the (taste ami cook 
some in a large milk pan. It looked very re- 
pulsive indeed, but it looked an much l tetter 
than it smelled that 1 did not mind.
